Perhaps one of the most important records is the 
finding of the larTae of what appears to he an undescrihed our- 
culio ( Conotrachelus sp,) in avocado seeds imported from (Guate- 
mala. The number of larvae per seed varied from one to fivei 
and the injury occasioned is quite similar to that of the avocado 
weevil jHeilipus lauri).
